SEARCH RESUMES FOR AIRASIA JET 


Flight 8501 was carrying 
162 people when contact 
was lost Sunday morning

MUMBAI India The search for a missing Indo- 
nesia AirAsia passenger jet with 162 people 
aboard resumed Monday as the sun rose in 
Indonesia, an official told reporters. 

“God willing, we can find it soon,” rst Adm. 
Sigit Setiayana, the naval aviation center com- 
mander at the Surabaya air force base, told 
The Associated Press. 

Setiayana said 12 navy ships, five planes, 
three helicopters and a number of warships 
were taking part in the search. 

Indonesia AirAsia Flight 8501 lost contact 
with air-traffic controllers Sunday after en- 
countering rough weather during a two-hour 
flight to Singapore, officials said. 

Indonesian, Malaysian and Singaporean 
ships and aircraft were focusing the search in 
the Java Sea off the island of East Belitung, 
roughly halfway between Singapore and the 
aircraft’s point of origin, the Indonesian city 
of Surabaya, Indonesian news media reported. 

Among the 155 passengers were 17 children 
and one infant, according to an updated state- 
ment from AirAsia. The plane was also carry- 
ing two pilots, four cabin crew members and 
an engineer, airline officials said. 

As anguished relatives gathered in Surabaya 
and Singapore’s Changi international airport 
to await word on their loved ones, Indone- 
sian officials had halted the search because of 
darkness about 12 hours after the flight went 
missing. The effort resumed at dawn Monday. 

“We're mobilizing all personnel to find the 
plane,” Indonesia’s Vice President Jusuf Kalla 
told reporters in Jakarta. “Our focus is to find 
it as soon as possible.” 

AirAsia, a low-cost carrier that operates 
mainly short-haul flights across Southeast 
Asia, is based in Malaysia, making this the 
third major air incident this year involving 
that country. The state-owned carrier, Malay- 
sia Airlines, already has seen one aircraft dis- 
appear en route to Beijing and a second shot 
down over war-torn eastern Ukraine. 

The airline—whose Indonesian affiliate has 
the country’s best safety record—said the air- 
craft took off from Surabaya at 5:35 a.m. and 
was on its scheduled flight path but had re- 
quested to deviate “due to en route weather.” 

The Indonesian Transport Ministry said the 
last communication from the Airbus A320- 
200 jetliner came at 6:12 a.m., when the pilot 
asked permission to climb to an altitude of

38,000 feet to avoid clouds. Six minutes later, 
the flight disappeared from radar, according 
to a timeline the ministry posted on Twitter. 

Djoko Murjatmodjo, Indonesia’s acting di- 
rector general of transportation, told report- 
ers in Jakarta there was no distress signal from 
the cockpit, according to AP. 

“We don’t dare to presume what has hap- 
pened except that it has lost contact,” AP 
quoted Murjatmodjo as saying.

teams, Malaysia’s transport minister said he 
had dispatched three ships and one aircraft, 
while Singapore sent a C-130 cargo plane to 
join the effort.

though aviation experts say it would be unusu- 
al for a lightning strike or severe turbulence to 
damage a modern commercial aircraft. 

“If that’s what happened, I doubt the expla- 
nation will be that simple,” said Gerry Soejat- 
man, an aviation consultant in Jakarta. “There 
will have to be a number of factors at play.” 

Soejatman cited a picture circulating in 
online forums of an air traffic control screen 
showing the AirAsia flight traveling at an al- 
titude of 36,300 feet—and climbing—but 
with a ground speed of only 353 knots, well be- 
low normal. The same image shows a nearby 
Emirates Airline jet traveling at 36,000 feet at 
a speed of 503 knots. 

Soejatman said investigators would be 
looking into why the AirAsia plane’s speed 
dropped. 

“For the other plane to be flying at 
150 knots faster ground speed at that altitude, 
there is a strong indication that the Airbus 
speed was low, but we need to look into that 
further,” he said. 

There was also a discrepancy involving the 
time Flight 8501 went missing. Indonesian au- 
thorities told reporters the plane lost contact 
with the ground at 6:17 a.m. Sunday, but state- 
ments by AirAsia on its Facebook page said 
that occurred later, at 7:24 a.m. 

Family members of the passengers —nearly 
all Indonesian—gathered at a crisis center set 
up by AirAsia at Juanda international airport 
in Surabaya, Indonesia’s second-largest city. 

Airline and government officials met with 
the families in Surabaya and also at a similar 
center at Changi international airport in Sin- 
gapore, officials said. 

“Our main priority is keeping the families 
of our passengers and colleagues informed on 
the latest developments,” Sunu Widyatmoko, 
chief executive of AirAsia Indonesia, said in a 
statement. “We will do everything possible to 
support them as the investigation continues 
and we have already mobilized a support team 
to help take care of their immediate needs, 
including accommodation and travel arrange- 
ments.”

Chicago running coach 
getting back on his feet 


after son’s shooting death

When Uriel Lara needs to pray, he doesn’t go 
to church or light a candle in his Avondale 
apartment. 

He goes to the forest preserve in suburban 
Willow Springs and runs 10-16 miles on the 
trails there. 

The miles don’t come as easily as they used 
to for Lara, a 49-year-old volunteer running 
coach who is working his way back to his 
previous routine of 100 miles a week after a 
shooting devastated his family. 

Each step is a painful reminder of what he’s 
lost—yet, he needs to pray now more than ever. 

In July, Uriel Lara and his youngest son 
Adam were leaving a Northwest Side restau- 
rant after lunch when two men approached 
Adam. The confrontation ended with one of 
the men fatally shooting the 16-year-old. 

A bullet also hit Uriel, shattering six of his 
ribs and piercing his lung and liver. 

No one has been charged in what police say 
may be a gang-related shooting. Lara and his 
son were two of the 2,366 Chicago shooting 
victims this year through November, a 13 per- 
cent increase compared with 2013. 

Lara has been getting stronger every week 
in the hopes of running the Boston Marathon 
in April—a dream that Adam Lara had for his 
dad. 

“The only way to release my pain is running,” 
a tearful Lara said. He said he feels connected 
to God and Adam’s spirit when he runs. 

Lara has been running for as long as he can 
remember. As a kid growing up in Mexico, he 
often ran between home and school, he said. 
He didn’t have a bike for his newspaper deliv- 
ery job so he ran to each home. 

A neighbor took him to his first race, a 
10-miler, at age 9, Lara said. At age 10, he ran 
his first half-marathon and at age 12, his first 
marathon. 

Long-distance running is a popular sport 
in parts of Mexico as a tradition passed down 
among generations. 

In 1985, Lara moved to Chicago and started 
running a route near his Wicker Park home. 

Quickly, he built an impressive resume at 
local races, placing in the top of his age group 
at many events. Last year, he wona 5K in 17:14, 
a 5:33-mile pace for the 3.1-mile race—a fast 
time, especially for Lara’s age. 

In 1986, he met his wife Rosa, who had two 
children of her own. They married and had 
four kids together, including Adam. 

When the couple separated five years ago, 
Adam was the only child who decided to live

with his father. 

For years, it was just father and son in Uriel 
Lara’s apartment and the pair spent most of 
their free time together. They would exer- 
cise and lift weights together at home. And 
Lara tried to teach his son the importance 
of school after Adam didn’t show interest in 
classes. He hoped his son would learn from 
his mistakes. 

Uriel Lara has had a few run-ins with the 
law, including charges for possession of mari- 
juana, for which he spent time in jail. 

“Everybody makes mistakes. Nobody’s per- 
fect but we learn from mistakes,” Lara said. 


Though he is a machinist and fence builder 
by trade, Lara spends a lot of time teaching — 
mostly running techniques to dozens of ca- 
reer runners and fun runners. 

But Adam, who loved to play video games, 
never wanted to run—until July 14, the day 
he was killed. He approached his father out 
of the blue to express his interest, Uriel Lara 
recalled. 

“Tl never forget that day, first time in his 
life to tell me, ‘I want to start running,” Lara 
said. “I got so happy.” 

The same day, father and son ran three 
miles of trails in a West Side park with Uriel

Afterward, Adam and Uriel Lara headed to 
Restaurant Ricardo in Hermosa. 

As they were leaving the restaurant, Adam 
was approached by two men, Uriel Lara said. 
Words were exchanged but Uriel Lara said he 
doesn’t know what was said. 

Just after Uriel Lara drove out of the park- 
ing lot, one of the men started shooting, the 
father recalled. 

Suddenly, Uriel Lara felt a “powerful pain” 
and put his hand to his chest to find blood. 
He was confused and didn’t realize he had 
been shot.

Then he turned to his son, who had been 
shot in the head. 

An ambulance took the Laras to Advocate 
Illinois Masonic Medical Center. Adam Lara 
was pronounced dead at the hospital. Uriel 
Lara was in critical condition. 

Chicago police told WGN-Ch. 9 news 
at the time they thought the shooting was 
gang related. In recent weeks, a Chicago po- 
lice spokesman said there were no updates 
in the case. 

Uriel said he didn’t think his son, heading 
into his junior year at Lydia Urban Academy on 
the Northwest Side, was a gang member but 
wasn't sure how he spent his personal time. 

“The last day was one of the best days I ever 
had with him,” Lara said. 

Besides his children, Lara also serves as a 
mentor to the runners he trains. 

Lara and Heather Williams, 31, of Rogers 
Park, struck up a friendship through their 
Lakeview running group and he began coach- 
ing her. 

Williams was supposed to run this year’s 
Burgers and Beer 5K race with Lara on 
July 14, the day of the shooting, but Lara never 
showed. 

Williams ended up running alone, missing 
him along the way. “He’s very positive. He

always wants you to feel comfortable and he 
always makes sure you can do your best,” Wil- 
liams said. 

Three days after the shooting, Lara was 
walking five miles on his hospital floor with a 
nurse by his side. 

“I did so many loops, the nurse got tired of 
me,” Lara said. 

After a week in the hospital, he returned 
home to an empty apartment. But his Asics 
running shoes were there. He started slow. He 
began walking three or four miles at a time, 
then biking and finally, after three weeks, run- 
ning a mile at a time. 

He said he’s now up to 75 miles per week, 
though he can still feel the pain in his side. 

Lara has also returned to coaching. He 
started working with Williams again and has 
been training other runners. 

“I can’t keep up with the guy,” said Daniel 
Aguilar, whom Lara coaches. “Even though he 
got shot, he still has it.” 

Lara’s goal is to complete the Boston Mara- 
thon in under 2:40, his personal record for 
running a marathon. 

“This is my job, my mission. This is what 
my kid wanted me to do,” Lara said. “I cannot 
see him but I feel him.”

1 dead as rescue efforts 
continue on burning ferry 


Italian and Greek helicopter crews worked 
into the night to airlift passengers off a burning 
ferry adrift in the Adriatic Sea, battling dark 
ness and bad weather that hampered rescue ef- 
forts by other ships throughout Sunday. 

Helicopters were plucking passengers off 
the Italian-flagged Norman Atlantic and trans- 
ferring them to a nearby vessel, after a dramat- 
ic day that began when a fire broke out on its 
lower deck in the early hours. 

Authorities said one Greek man had died 
and there were reports of four injured among 
478 passengers and crew and as night fell. The 
Italian navy said 190 people were clear of the 
danger zone, with 287 still on board. 

The Italian coastguard said the fire on board 
had been “tamed” and the ship was being sta- 
bilized by cables attached to a tug in order to 


assist rescue operations which remained ex- 
tremely difficult in rough seas and strong winds. 

The ship will be towed to a nearby port af- 
ter cables are securely attached but an official 
from the Italian navy said it had yet to be de- 
cided whether this would be in Italy or Alba- 
nia, following conflicting statements from of- 
ficials in Greece, Albania and Italy. 

The ferry is just 13 miles from the Albanian 
port of Vlore but an Italian navy spokesman 
said it may be towed to either Otranto or Brin- 
disi in the south-eastern heel of Italy. 

The airlifts would continue while the boat 
was being towed towards port, and rescue 
workers would try to get closer by boat to 
bring people off if conditions allowed, Greek 
Shipping Minister Miltiadis Varvitsiotis told 
reporters. 


The number of people—the majority of them civilians—the Islamic State 
militant group has killed in Syria during the past six months, a British- 
9 based Syrian monitoring organization said Sunday. Islamic State also 


killed 120 of its own members, most of them foreign fighters trying to return home, in the past two 
months, according to the Syrian Observatory for Human Rights. 


Forces launch 13 air 
strikes in Syria, lraq 
U.S.-led forces on Sunday con- 
ducted eight air strikes against 
Islamic State militants in Syria 
and five strikes on IS targets 
in Iraq, the U.S. military said 

in a statement. In Syria, air 
strikes centered on the town 
of Kobani near the Turkish 
border, the Combined Joint 
Task Force said. The strikes in 
Iraq included IS positions near 
Sinjar and near Mosul. 


PlayStation gradually 
coming back online 
Sony’s PlayStation Network 
suffered connection problems 
for a fourth straight day since 
hackers attacked the game 
network on Christmas Day. 
The company said Sunday 
that service gradually was be- 
ing restored after the Lizard 
Squad activist group claimed 
responsibility for disrupting 
both the PlayStation Network 
and Microsoft’s Xbox Live. 


U.S. combat role in 
Afghanistan ends 

The U.S.-led coalition in 
Afghanistan formally ended 
its combat mission Sunday, 
more than 13 years after an in- 
ternational alliance ousted the 
Taliban government for shel- 
tering the planners of the Sept. 
11,2001 attacks on American 
cities. About 13,000 foreign 
troops, mostly Americans, will 
remain in the country to train 
Afghan security forces.

Yes, a 
comedy in which American morons target 
North Korean ruler Kim Jong Un is push- 
ing things a bit further. But let’s not act as if 
“The Interview” is the only risky concept to 
make it into theaters. 

It’s certainly a big deal that “The Inter- 
view,” whose theatrical release and all future 
possibility of being seen was canceled by 
Sony on Dec. 17, became available to watch 
online a week later and arrived on a few big 
screens the following day. This entire saga 
has been, in a word, bizarre. Not that the 
threats and restrictions and controversy can 
be boiled down to one word. But all that 
aside—as much as an unprecedented event 
in both politics and entertainment can be 
tabled—the time has come to at last deter- 
mine if talk show host Dave Skylark (James 
Franco) and his producer Aaron Rapaport 
(Seth Rogen) attempting to kill the reclusive 
leader (Randall Park) is under-appreciated 
genius or a misguided flop that will benefit 
from the hype. 

Not surprisingly, it’s neither. It’s somewhat 
funny, mostly pointless, definitely question- 
able and arguably harmless. The interview of 
“The Interview” takes place because Kim, 
besides enjoying “The Big Bang Theory,” 
loves “Skylark Tonight,” the talk show where 
Dave usually focuses on accidents involving 
celebrity genitalia. So the “supreme leader” 
grants the world’s most difficult-to-secure 
interview to a dope who thinks the first rule 
of journalism is “Give the people what they 
want.” Aaron says that applies more to cir- 
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cuses and demolition derbies, but to North 
Korea they go. 

Directed by Rogen and Evan Gold- 
berg (“This is the End”) from a story they 
conceived with writer Dan Sterling “South 
Park,” “The Office”), “The Interview” prob- 
ably wouldn't have ruffled international 
feathers had the interview subject—whom 
a CIA operative (Lizzy Caplan) understand- 
ably entrusts Dave to take out, clarifying that 
she doesn’t mean, as the guys think, “take 
him out to a meal”—been a nameless head 
of a fake country. This movie isn’t saying 
anything politically, other than recognizing 
the power of propaganda and the historical 
deja vu of people manipulated into support- 
ing a cruel dictator. It both derives laughs

from nonsense (Dave wanting to interview 
a goat who allegedly had sex with Matthew 
McConaughey) and struggles to make its 
subject matter comedic. When Dave thinks 
his subject is actually a fun party animal and 
Aaron insists that his partner is ignoring the 
concentration camps and firing squads, you 
can hear the concept’s gears grinding to a 
halt, becoming sentient and asking, “Really, 
this is what this movie is about?” 

Comedy long has and should deal with 
difficult subjects. “Four Lions,” the 2010 
British comedy about suicide bombers, is one 
of the most successful examples of all time of 
filmmakers pulling off something that seems 
like a terrible, offensive idea. Trey Parker and 
Matt Stone’s “Team America: World Police” 
was funnier than “The Interview,” and a lot 
more pointed as satire. 

But the movie remains an amusing, awk- 
ward combination of absurd and real. (It’s 
also, following “Horrible Bosses 2,” the sec- 


ond comedy in a month to mine humor from 
liking Katy Perry.) While Rogen and Franco 
made better co-conspirators in “Pineapple 
Express,” they allow themselves to look like 
idiots and ensure “The Interview” depicts 
ridiculous behavior by everyone involved. 
The film neither makes inflammatory state- 
ments nor exploits the fear and emotions of 
true life. 

You can’t say the same for “The Book 
Thief,” which tried to make Nazi Germany 
look cute, or “Extremely Loud and Incred- 
ibly Close,” which exploited 9/11 and earned 
a Best Picture nomination. So I’m glad we’re 
talking about what value “The Interview” 
may or may not have, and if just because a 
movie can be made means that it should 
be made. This conversation should hap- 
pen more often, not because censorship is 
the answer but because too much insulting 
garbage slips through the cracks without the 
discussion it deserves.
